Infantry Commander 


Wants Enforcement of 
Conscription Law to 
Bring Units Up to 
Full Strength.

CAMP McCOY, Wis., July 29 
—The need for a positive policy 
covering the nation’s reserve 
military organization was 
stressed today by Maj. Gen. L. 
J. Sverdrup, commander of the 
102nd Infantry Reserve Division, 
in summer training here. 

Gen. Sverdrup’s remarks re- 
sult from the fact that the ranks 
of army reserve units are rapid- 
ly being depleted through en- 
listment expirations and refusal 
of officers to accept commis- 
sions having no termination 
date. The number of men in 
summer training here with the 
division, 1750, is about half the 
total attending camp last year. 

“We know the United States 
cannot afford a largé regular 
military establishment. some- 
thing Americans do not take 
kindly to,” Gen. Sverdrup ob- 
served. “The solution is a small, 
hard-hitting regular force, plus 
a large, well trained and read- 
ily available reserve. 


Enforce Law. 


“Depletion of the reserve can 
be halted through enforcing the 
present conscription law, which 
says that a man is drafted for 
two years’ active service, and 
six years in a reserve unit. The 
obligation of reserve service is 
there, but enforcement has been 


ak. 

“Availability of reserve train- 
ing is another problem calling. 
for solution. Reservists living 
in metropolitan areas have re- 
serve units near at hand, In 
rural districts there frequently 
are no reserve facilities within 
easy reach, making reserve train- 
ing a virtual impossibility for 
men living in those districts. 

“Another gap in the present 
military training program is that 
group of draft-age men who 
have been excused because they 
are students, farmers or engaged 
in an essential defense indus- 


“These men should be en- 
listed in the reserve for eight 
years, with the obligation of at- 
tending regular drill sessions 
and summer camp,” Sverdrup 
said. 

“Their exemptions have ex- 
cused them from the two years’ 
active duty, and the least they 
can do is serve in the reserve. 
Young officers graduating from 
R.O.T.C. colleges should also be 
required to spend eight years in 
reserve duty. In this manner the 
army’s twenty-five reserve divi- 
sions would be properly manned 
and trained. 

Longer Training.

Air Force. 

In this year’s graduating class 
of Air Force R.O.T.C. students 
only about 3200 of the 9500 en- 
rolled were taking flight 
training. 

Entering Senior Year. 

The releasing of the R.O.T.C. 
students will affect men who 
have completed their junior 
year in college and enter their 
final year next fall. 

Hannah said the Air Force is 
now notifying all these students 
that they can continue in the 
R.O.T.C. program if they agree 
to take flight training after they 
are graduated and commissioned. 
With the exception of abc ~ 1000 
students taking such specialized 
training as engineering, Hannah 
said that all students not sign- 
ing up for future flight training 
will be forced out of the pro- 
gram and made eligible for the 
draft. 

Under the draft law the 
R.O.T.C. students have been de- 
ferred as long as they continued 
their officer training program in 
college.

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Chief Judge George H. Moore has given the 
new federal grand jury an impressive list of 
assignments, each having an important bearing 
on the public morality of a community which 
is sometimes rather too inclined to believe 
that, unlike others, it is not beset by rackets, 


_ graft and crime. 


In effect Judge Moore brought the authority 
of the Federal Government into the clean-up 
of St. Louis county when he ordered an in- 
vestigation of the hijacking of such commodities 
as liquor and cigarettes in interstate transporta- 
tion, and the possible connection of public offi- 
cials with this racket. The grand jury can be 
a stimulant and a help to state and local authori- 
ties now digging into lawlessness in the county. 

Similar backing of local effort is indicated by 
the instruction to look into evidence of labor 
racketeering, especially with an eye on possible 
income tax violations. The previous grand 
jury has been kept in session to consider other 
aspects of labor racketeering, so two federal 
inuquiries are in progress. Here there may 
well be a federal weapon of wider range than 
any to be mustered under state law. 


Judge Moore also asked the grand jurors to 


check on excessive expenditures in recent politi- 
cal campaigns. He urged that these be traced to 
their sources, whether they be power-grabbing 
labor bosses or “great industrialists who have 
dealings on a large scale with the Federal 
Government.” 

And the Chief Judge came back to the field 
on which he has already inspired impressive 
victories for law-enforcement, the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue. Emphasis was put on the 
bureau’s special intelligence unit. Did some of 
its staff so far pervert their function as to try 
to hinder and obstruct the clean-up? Have some 
of these been rewarded rather than punished? 
Have men been slipped into this agency in 
violation of civil service regulations? Why? 

These assignments are not nearly as diverse 
as they may seem at first glance. There may 
well be connections between a tax-dodging hi- 
jacker, a dishonest Bureau of Revenue man and 
a racketeer ready to buy official “protection.” 
Enough evidence of law violation already has 
been turned up, not only by previous federal 
grand jurors but also by investigators in the 
county, to warrant the most thorough search in 
the area under federal jurisdiction. 

Chief Judge Moore’s courageous record is the 
best possible guarantee that the new grand jury 
will have full scope for a job essential to a 
real clean-up of the community. 
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A Risky Bill of Sale 


If Congress cannot agree upon a better bill 
for disposal of the Government's synthetic rub- 
ber plants than has come from the conference 
committee, it had better defer the move alto 
gether: Safeguards against promoting monopoly 
are essential. Senator Douglas of Illinois pro- 
posed what seemed the best safeguard — a limit 
on the number of plants which any of the com- 
panies now dominating the rubber industry 
would be allowed to buy. The Senate rejected 
this proposal but voted each House of Congress 
a veto on the individual sales, which promised 
to serve the same purpose. 

Now the conference committee has knocked 
out the unit veto. It would allow Congress to 
veto any one sale only at the cost of helding 
up 28 sales which might be desirable. Under 
these circumstances tremendous pressure could 
be generated to accept the bad in order to ob- 
tain the good. It is a risky bill, and we hope 
other Senators will stand with Senator Doug- 
las, who says he will vote against it. If there 
were any hurry about disposing of the plants, 
this risk might be unavoidable. But the hurry 
does not exist, and so the risk does not need to. 
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The Way Out 

The crippling effect of the materials strike 
on public school construction in St. Louis coun- 
ty presents still another reason why this pro- 
longed dispute needs to be arbitrated. 

Some $7,000,000 in school building projects 
have been delayed so long by the strike that it 
is doubtful if any’ of the badly needed class- 
rooms will be completed in time for the fall 
session, Moreover, as County School Superin- 
tendent Vossbrink points out, several projects 
planned for completion by the second semester 
are likely to be jeopardized if the dispute con- 
tinues. The losers will be the children. 

Mayor Tucker has told both parties that they 
have a responsibility not only to the men they 
represent but to the community itself. The 
materials dealers moved to meet that respon- 
sibility when they accepted the Mayor’s arbi- 
tration plan. The teamsters’ union, unfortunate- 
ly, did not. It is high time that the union re- 
considéred its position and recognized its re 
sponsibility to its community as well as to its 
membership. Arbitration is the way out for the 
union, for the dealers and for the community. 
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In Italy, No Humpty-Dumpty 

The fall of the latest De Gasperi Government 
in Italy was expected before it was formed. 
In last month’s election, his coalition was able 
to win only a bare majority of 303 of the 590 
seats in the Chamber of Deputies — not enough 
to give De Gasperi the “bonus” seats provided 
for in the new election law by which the Gov- 
ernment had hoped to strengthen its authority. 

Shortly after the election, three of the small 
parties in the coalition — with 38 seats — 
walked out of the coalition. That left the Pre- 
mier’s only hope in the Monarchists and their 
40 votes. He wooed them ardently, but the other 
day they decided not to support the Govern- 
ment, and that was the handwriting on the wall. 

Some of De Gasperi’s partisans like to blame 
their political misfortunes on the United States 
and Great Britain by way of Trieste. The re- 
turn of that Adriatic port to Italy was promised 
in 1948 to help De Gasperi beat the Commu- 
nists. But then Tito came into the Western 
camp and it became politically impossible . to 
ignore his claims in favor of those of Italy. The 
invitation of Tito to military talks in Washington 
has been cited as the chief reason for the 
Monarchists’ refusal to support De Gasperi. 

Trieste undoubtedly is a big factor in Italian 
politics, but it is too convenient an excuse for 
all of De Gasperi’s troubles. Even though the 
Premier has been in office since 1945, the 
Italians have more than their share of griev- 
ances: lack of land, unemployment, low wages 
and so on. It is not easy to build a bridge be- 
tween the lush arrogance of Roman society and 
the impoverishment of the Abruzzi peasant or 
the man south of Eboli. And the Nenni Social- 
ists, not to mention the Communists, constantly 
exploit the contrast. ;

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Silver Lining for Rent 


For those with eyes to see, every cloud has 
its silver lining, and the lifting of rent ceilings 
at midnight Friday may be no exception. 

Temporarily, of course, tenants generally will 
be at the mercy of their landlords. With rental 
housing so tight, few tenants are in a position 
to exercise the most effective kind of protest 
against a greedy landlord—the privilege of 
giving notice and moving elsewhere. 

But in time the balance may be restored. Ris- 
ing rents may stimulate new construction, and 
the higher rents rise the more quickly that may 
come about. The greedy landlord is almost sure 
to price himself out of the market. For exces- 
sive rental profits breed competition, and com- 
petition is the tenant’s silver lining. 
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One Gain for Trade 


To offset in part the stalemate over effective 
extension of reciprocal trade legislation, the 
Eisenhower Administration can point with justi- 
fiable pride to the customs simplification bill, 
which has passed both branches of Congress 
and is now in conference committee. 

This bill is not the most important one of 
the session, but President Eisenhower Jast Feb- 
ruary considered it important enough to make 
it a major part of his program. In his State 
of the Union message he listed customs sim- 
plification first among the things this nation 
should do to encourage broader world trade. 

Representative Hugh Scott, Pennsylvania Re- 
publican, described the bill, avhen it was be- 
fore the House, as applying “sound and well- 
tried business methods’’ to customs regulations 
which, having grown up piecemeal over the 
years, often tend to impose an unnecessary and 
burdensome handicap on imports. 

The bill would simplify accounting and audit- 
ing requirements, end complex reviews and ver- 
ifications of valuations placed on imports, ex- 
pand the list of personal belongings which 
tourists can bring in, and otherwise encourage 
legitimate import trade. Such reforms have long 
been urged by groups interested in enabling 
friendly nations to earn dollars with which to 
buy our exports. , 
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The Senators Should Stand Fast 

Reciprocal trade legislation is still tied up in 
the Senate-House conference. The House con- 
ferees insist on creating a seventh seat on the 
Tariff Commission so it can be stacked with 
a high-tariff majority. The Senate members of 
the conference are standing fast for the com- 
mission as it is—six members with nefther party 
in control. The Senate conferees should not 
yield even if the price is the failure to extend 
reciprocal trade. The Administration asked for 
only a year’s extension and has promised not to 
negotiate any new agreements. It would be net 
loss to extend reciprocal trade in such a gesture 
of a bill and at the same time inject partisan 
politics into tariff administration. 


Short of Logic

The Daily News finds the war 
tragic for Americans. who believe “there is no 
substitute for victory in war.” 

The Chicago Tribune, however, says a major 
lesson of the Korean war is “to fight only when 


our own safety plainly requires it,” and “that: 


was never true in Korea.” The Tribune says this 
explains why “Americans for the first time in 
their history are eager to see the end of a war 
short of victory.” 

These incompatible statements echo some of 
the Old Guard Republican campaign oratory of 
last fall. While Senator Jenner was declaring 
the Korean war to be useless, Senator Know- 
land was demanding a fight to victory. The 
Truman Administration was castigated at first, 
for fighting the Korean war at all, and second, 
for not fighting it hard enough. 

Obviously that enfilading assault on what 
continues to be our foreign policy is not dead, 
but at least it is finding little support now from 
most of the press.

“You'd think all them guys was 
named ‘Shultz,’” says the bartender at 
Sailor Ann’s, commenting on the way 
the good burghers here have pledged 
allegiance to the Milwaukee Braves of 
the National League. 

The tity’s gone baseball daffy since 
the big league Braves moved here from 
their long-time Boston headquarters 
shortly before the 
1953 season started. 
Last year, in Bos- 
ton, the Braves 
drew only 58,800 
customers through 
May; this year, in 
Milwaukee, they 
drew 302,700 for 
the same period, 
more than came to 
see them in Boston 
in all 1952.

Milwaukee business men share Mr.

“The Braves will bring $25,000,000 into 
town this year alone,” says one super- 
enthusiastic booster, Calmer folks aren't 
that optimistic; But the more conserva- 
tive consensus is that the presence of 
the team will add at least $2,000,000 to 
the city’s intake this year. 


Perhaps the closest observer of the 
goings-on in Milwaukee is Bill Veeck, 
the unhappy owner of the American 
League St. Louis Browns.

Baseball’s patron saint in Milwaukee 
is Fred Miller, dent of the Miller 
Brewing Co. He’s a director of the 
Braves, part-time Notre Dame football 
coach and a guiding spirit of the Great- 
er Milwaukee Committee for Commu- 
nity Development, which played a lead- 
ing role in bringing the Braves from 
Boston. 


“The coming of the Braves stamps 
Milwaukee as ‘big league’ in every re- 
spect,” Mr. Miller declares. “Other 
sports, arts, sciences—you'll see. We're 
on our way. We're planning airport im- 
provements to cost $3,500,000; we'll 
spend $180,000,000 on expressways this 
year. 


“Besides, we've built a $4,000,000

When it comes to top novelists Amer- 
ica has her share, but in the category 
just below that, of the skilled practi- 
tioner whose work just misses great- 
ness, England has us bested.

Lester Pearson’s View. 


The political conference in 
October is bound therefore to 
be organized on a different prin- 
ciple from that used in the par- 
leys at Panmunjom. The differ- 
ence will be that several prin- 
cipal powers, now in the back- 
ground, will come into the fore- 
ground. ; 

For while Red China and its. 
North Korean satellite, the 
United States and its South Ko- 
rean client, have been the prin- 
cipal belligerents, they are not 
the only principal powers vitally 
interested in, and with lasting 
influence upon, the future of 
Korea, 

This development was clearly 
indicated in the recent remarks 
of M.. Lester Pearson, Canadian 
foreign minister and U. N. presi- 
dent. He said that the General 
Assembly of the U. N.—which 
will select the representatives— 
is thinking of organizing the 
conference as a round-table 
rather than as a two-sided ne- 
gotiation, like Panmunjom, 
across a table. 


Dulles Too Tied Up. 


There are many weighty rea- 
sons for welcoming and support- 
ing this proposal. The first is 
that a Korean settlement which 


does not engage the principal 
powers would be empty and | 
meaningless. For the Koreans it | 
would be a snare and a delusion 
—a kind of cruel parlor game. 
in which a starving man is told 
to order a splendid meal tRat 
never is going to be served to 
him. 

When Mr. Dulles sees Dr. 
Rhee, he should avoid ambiguity | 
on this crucial point of reality | 
and good faith. For the Koreans |

The array of all these prom- 
ises is not a policy. They are 
ransom paid to avoid trouble in 
order to get on to an armistice. 

It would be impossible for 
Mr. Dulles to honor all the 


promises. For they are often 
hopelessly contradictory, and 
some are positively weird. 
No Unity Under Rhee. 


In the armistice agreement 
signed on Sunday we are com- 
mitted “to settle through nego- 
tiation the question of the with- 
drawal of all foreign forces from 
Korea,” and yet we appear to 
have promised Dr. Rhee to make 
a treaty with him which stipu- 
lates that all American forces 
shall not be withdrawn from 
Korea. 

On unification we seem. to 
have promised Pr. Rhee that 
we mean unification under his 
government. We shall not be 
able to honor such a promise. 
The unification of Korea under 
a new government, chosen in an 
all-Korean election, and under 
U.N. protection and regulation 
for its formative period, is a dif- 
ficult, though possible, project. 

But the unification of Korea 
under Dr. Rhee’s government is 
impossible. It is tantamount to 
saying that the Communists will 
surrender at the political con- 
ference what they were not 
made to surrender on the bat- 
tlefield. 


Honesty Would Be Better. 


Mr. .Dulles is, moreover, on 
the horns of a dilemma in re- 
spect to Red China. To get the 
unified Korea to which we are 
committed, we must negotiate 
an agreement with Red China. 

But while he is negotiating 
with Red China, Mr. Dulles must 
also maintain the position—not 
merely that we do not recognize 
Red China’s right to the U.N. 


seat—but that we do not recog- 


nize the right of Red China to 
exist, and are morally and po- 
litically committed to its down- 
fall. 

That does not make sense. 
You cannot expect to make po- 
litical agreements with a govern- 
ment that you are committed to 
overthrow. And if you do make 
political agreements with such 
a government, you have been 
pulling the leg of those who 
thought you were meaning to 
overthrow that government. 
Honesty would be in the end the 
better policy. 

The truce will bring us to the 
point where we shall have to | 
admit that we cannot have our | 
cake and eat it too. We cannot | 
have the cake of promising Dr. 
Rhee what could be done if Red 
China had surrendered uncon- 
ditionally, and we cannot also 
eat the cake of an armistice, and 
the return of our prisoners and 
an end to the killing. 

That was possible before the 
armistice—when anything could 
be promised about the future 
because nothing in fact could be 
done about it.

Ouster of President Stirs 
Controversy Among Teach- 
ing Staff Members. 


CHAMPAIGN, Ill, July 29 
(AP)—Controversy continued to- 
day over the ouster of Dr. 
George D. Stoddard as Univer- 
sity of Illinois president last 
week. 


The latest developments were 
faculty 
members, one terming the uni- 
versity trustees’ “no confidence” 
vote on Stoddard last Friday 
“morally unjust,” and . another 
calling it “the right step, taken 
belatedly.” 

A letter to Dr. Stoddard made 
public by Henning Larsen, dean 
of the university's College of 
Liberal Arts and Sciences, said 
the trustees acted “contrary to 
all accepted standards of aca- 
demic procedure.” 

The letter, Larsen said, was 
signed by heads or senjor mem- 
bers of 20 de ts in the 
college. It praised Stoddard for 
“honesty in. science and integri- 
ty in education.” 

The trustees’ 6 to 3 no con- 
fidence vote; the letter said, 
though “technically legal,” was 
“morally unjust” and “contrary 
to the interest of the university.” 

‘The majority of faculty mem- 
bers at the university have not 
commented publicly on Stod- 
dard’s dismissal. 

Donald L. Kemmerer, profes- 

sor of economics at the U. of I. 
and former president of the uni- 
versity’s chapter of the Amer- 
ican Association of University 
Professors, now vacationing at 
Middlebury, Vt., made public a 
statement saying, “The no con- 
fidence vote was the right step 
taken belatedly, and it will seem 
so to outsiders for the wrong 
reasons.” 
} Kemmerer. said he agreed 
with Stoddard on several issues 
which have been the subject of 
icontroversy between Stoddard 
and the Illinois Legislature re- 
cently, but added: 

“I deplored his autocratic 
methods, his unwillingness to 
listen open-mindedly to both 
sides, his capacity to irritate, 
and his poor relations with many 
faculty fellow administrators 
and the Legislature. 

“The trustees were most pa- 
tient. I feel that the no-con- 
fidence vote was fundamentally 
for reasons of poor administra- 
tion. For the univérsity’s sake, 
the trustees should make that 
abundantly clear.” 

Kemmerer said Stoddard “de- 
serves credit for broadening the 
outlook of the university inter- 
nationally and spreading its 
fame across the nation.”

TRUMAN SEEKS TAX - 
RELIEF ON MEMOIRS 


No Ruling Yet on Request 
to Spread Payments 
Over 6 Years. 


NEW YORK, July 29 (UP)— 
Former President Harry S. Tru- 
man is seeking tax relief on the 
income from his forthcoming 
oe but the Internal Rev- 
enue Bureau has reached no de- 
cision on the request, former 
Judge Samuel I. Rosenman said 
yesterday. 


Rosenman, Truman’s attorney 
and a former adviser to both 
Truman and the late President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, said he 
expected a ruling soon. 


Truman is seeking a ruling 
to permit him to spread income 
on his memoirs over six years 
and thus lessen his tax burden. 

He sold publication rights to 
Life magazine for what was re- 
ported to be more than $500,000. 
If he had to pay taxes on it in 
one lump, most of the sum 
might go to the Government. 

In the past, “noa-professional” 
|authors, imcluding President 
Eisenhower, have been able to 
declare income from sales of 
their books as capital gains, 
subject to a lower tax rate than 
earned income. This provision 
of the law has been repealed.

In the fight against disease, 
the medical corps used prima- 
quine to suppress malaria al- 
most completely. This drug not 
only puts the malarial parasite 
in the blood to sleep but kills it 
in the deep tissues. 

A powerful new vaccine 
against smallpox made this 
disease rare among American 
troops while South and North 
Koreans suffered violently from 
this disease. Among the South 
Koreans 12,000 are said to have 
died in the first year.

J} | HOUSE PASSES BILL TO PAY 


FOR MAIL HANDLED ‘FREE’ 


WASHINGTON, July 29 (AP) 
—The House today passed and 
sent to the Senate a bill to reim- 
burse the Post Office Depart- 
ment for handling “free” gov- 
ernment and congressional mail. 

While abolishing the free mail 
of government agencies and 
members of Congress, the bill 
represents only a bookkeeping 
transaction so far as the taxpay- 
er is concerned. 

Instead of charging the mail 
handling costs against Post Of- 
fice appropriations as-an operat- 
ing cost, the bill provides that 
government agencies and Con- 
gress henceforth pay for their 
mail out of their own appro- 
priated funds. 

“It is estimated that the cost 
of free congressional mail aver- 
ages around $1,500,000 a year, 
while that of the Government is 
somewhere around $35,000,000.

Point river, warning the little 
rainbow trouts about various 
and sundry temptations in the 
way of lures that would be 
tossed in front of their noses in 
the days to come. 

Rainbow trout are not native 
to the Missouri streams. In fact, 
they are known as cold-water 
fish and can not exist in water 
which gets warmer than 75 de- 
grees. Except for a number of 
the major springs and spring 
branches, there are few waters 

Missouri where these fish 
will survive. Even in the better 
trout streams natural reproduc- 
tion is not sufficient to maintain 
any great numbers, but it is a 
known fact that in these streams 
“wild” trout are occasionally en- 
countered that have reached 
“tackle-busting” proportions, 

Ralph J. Glynn of Poplar 
Bluff, recently landed one of the 
largest rainbows ever taken in 
Missouri waters. His tackle con- 
sisted of a spinning rod, an 11- 
pound test line, and a small red 
and white spoon lure. The fish 
was 25% inches long with a 
16\%4-inch girth and weighed 7 
pounds 12 ounces. The battle 
went on for two hours before 
thé-fish was brought to net, and 
only by ingenuity and quick 
thinking was the fight finally 
concluded successfully. 

Line Snapped on First Try. 

Two miles below the spot 
where the Greer Spring Branch 
enters the Eleven Point river is 
a long, deep, placid pool. Im- 
mediately below this deep pool 
the river narrows into a slot, 
possibly 40 feet in width, and 
here is the fastest stretch of wa- 
ter to be found anywhere on 
this wild, rampaging Ozark 
stream, 

Near the center of this swift- 
running stretch, a tree has fallen 
across the stream and lies sub- 
merged some three feet under 
the water. Glynn, the week be- 
fore, had fishd this spot and, 
working his spinning lures in 
such a manner that the bait 
would drift under this huge sub- 
merged log, he received a savage 
strike that snapped his 4-pound 
test monafilament line like a 
sewing thread. Realizing that 
it was futile to try with such 
ligh tackle to land any of the 
“lunkers” lying under the log, 
he silently promised them a date 
for the next weekend. 

Mounting an i1l-pound test 
braided line on the spinning 
reel and purchasing a new, mMan- 
sized dip net, Glynn was ready 
for serious fishing thé following 
Saturday. Using the same tac- 
tics that produced the savage 
strike before, he drifted his 
lures under the log obstruction 
for several hours without result. 
Finally, tying on the small red 
and white spoon, he drifted it 
down under the 'og slowly and 
retrieved it upstream. Suddenly 
there was a bone-shaking, ter- 
rific strike that told him he was 
into a fish that was unusually 
large and would fight through 
every inch of water before being 
netted. 

Log Creates Predicament. 

The angler slowly and cauti- 
ously played the big, glistening 
rainbow but couldn't get it past 
the log obstruction. Each time 
the fish was reeled to the log 
it would take advantage of the 
limbs and snag the line. Glynn, 
keeping a tight line, even 
waded the shallow end of the 
deep pool and tried to land the 
fish from the opposite shore but 
to no avail. Each time the log 
and the fish would work to- 
gether to prevent the rainbow 
being brought to creel. For al- 
most an hour it was an impasse, 
with neither the fish nor the 
angler able to break the dead- 


lock. 

Finally, Glynn slowly played 
out line until he had worked 
the fish some 75 feet down- 
stream from the insurmountable 
log barrier. Then he tied the 
line to a small\ sapling and 
walked down the bank. A fran- 
tic search of his tackle box pro- 
duced a bait with many hooks 
which he fastened on the line 
and started casting. Grandpa 
Salmo Gairdneri Irideus obliged 
by breaking water about this 
time and Glynn cast his heavily- 
weighted plug over the line and 
slowly, slowly reeled in line and 
brought the exhausted fish to 
the newly-purchased roomy dip 
net, The day’s fishing had ended. 
It may not have been the ortho- 
dox, purist way of catching a 
rainbow trout, but what fisher- 
man would have meekly sur- 
rendered a gleaming, iridescent 
prize such as this in order to 
follow the regulations of proper 
fishing procedure!
